Angels, of Light going 
about the country, Intimidating legis- 
lators and taking away tiio 'cohstitu- 
lona.1 rights of tho. Aiiierican people?" 


"T^his'reform wave which is sweep- 


3nfj over tho country has been heard 
from more recently In Texas, where 
some influence of which 1 have not 
knowledge, has been working to pro- 
hibit men—not minors—but men.of all 
iigcs, from playliig pool and billiards 
In public. 


"Now", tho effects from such a thing 


as that can result only onb'way: The 
men who fretiucnt theso places arc

"What we want 'today arc not more 


laws placed upon, the Statute books, 
but we want the present laws enfor- 
ced, "Wo have sufficient laws to make 
men go straight. Jt, will, require up- 
ward of 2,000,000 extra men to enforce 
nil tho laws that [he present reform 
movement IK trying to hnvft enacted. 


"1 absolutely do not believe In forc-

COLLAPSE 


tho llouso recess 


When this paper recently commented on llic question of 


the government disposing of its large stocks of canned foods 
it hardly expected such early action and is consequently grati- 
fied by the step taken lo place these foods in the hands of the 
people at a time When the cost pf ail eatables is so oppressive. 
It is clearly a step in the right-direction, for two reasons; the 
government could gain nothing by further storing, and might 
lose much if (he foods were kept on hand'too long, for such 
things willnot keep forever, however carefully they may be 
prepared. 
> 


It has been decided' to sell these goods direct to the people 


and to distribute them by parcel post, and on the face of it this 
seems like a sensible plan.. The postmasters of the country 
and the rurai route carriers will act as selling agents. They 
will:be supplied with price lists and will give all needed in- 
formation to those interested, and the goods will be sold for 
what they cost tile government, plus postage. 
' That is fair enough, and large quantities of canned meats 
and vegetables will soon be going through th", mails to all 
parts of (he country. How much'this will reduce the cost of 
living in a general way Is a question. It may not reduce it to 
any-great extent, but it will enable buyers (o save at some 
points while the opportunity lasts, and that will be worth 
something. It will remove from the hands of the government 
millions'of dollars' worth of supplies for which it now has no 
use'and place them where" they can be used to advantage. 


It is dotiblfill if any belter method of distribution could 


have been devised. There was an attempt to sell to munici- 
palities and let them sell lo the poorer classes of (he popula- 
tion, but thai plan did not work out satisfactorily. The pres- 
ent plan prevents the possibility of profiteering, gives all the 
people an equal chance to make such savings as will be possi- 
ble in connection with (he sale, and It ought to give satisfac- 
tion lo all concerned. 


If the people respond as there is reason lo believe they will 


the.parcel post'systeirl will be very busy until (he sale is con- o].oninff, timo of 
cltidcd. When this system was introduced some years ago a 
great deal was said about its reducing the cost of living by 


. placing farmers and city people in direct contact with each 


other in the matter of buying and selling, but they have never 
availed, themselves of the privilege afforded lo Hie extent that 
was expected. Now comes a test such as the system has never 
been given before and if the people do not rise to the occasion 
it will be Iheir o\vn fault. 


It'is to be expected that the government will see to it that 


. no spoiled goods are sent out, or will stand ready to make good 
. any losses to buyers due to oversight on (he part of inspectors. 
With these two contingencies properly guarded against there 
is no reason why (he sale as planned should nol be of kirgc 
benefit (o the government and to those who embrace I lie op- 
portunity offered.
